immediately form-alize the Emperor's non-form-ed behavior 

and that is why there are aristocrats and that is why there 

are barbarians. The Countess Walewska is used a vehicle by 

the Polish aristocracy ("Are you suggesting that I can succeed 
where the Polish legions have failed?") and the vehicle falls 

in love with the Emperor and Count Walewska will leave at once 
for Rome to get his marriage annulled and the Countess Walewska 
welcomes Napoleon: "Eat of our bread and salt and welcome to 
this house." The sister of the Count Walweska has lost her 
memory and she is convinced that her friend Louis XIV is still 
king of France and she refers to everyone as "Your Majesty" 

and she accuses Napoleon of cheating at cards and calls him a 
"lunatic corporal" and announces that she is going outside to 
count the silver. Two months later Napoleon holds court at 
Finklestein in East Prussia so that he and the Countess Walewska 
can be together and Le Duc de Tallyrand is Napoleon's foreign 
minister and he is wonderful and he is Reginald Owen and he 
remarks: "I was aware of nothing but the pleasure of serving 
your majesty." The Schönbrunn and Napoleon announces that 
"From now on Tallyrand, I am Europe." And Tallyrand arranges for 
the Emperor of the French to marry the Hapsburg Princess Marie- 
Louise and Napoleon tells Garbo that "This is a matter of state. 
My personal feelings do not enter into this" and she answers: 
"What a pity. The liberator of Europe has become a son-in-law." 
And the 1812 Overture adumbrates and the Grand Army retreats 
through Poland and there's that dog howling over the dying body 
of an old soldier and on Elba Napoleon raises Mulberry trees 
and Diocletian planted cabbages and "If you will excuse me I 
have to look after my mulberry trees." And the Emperor of the 
French is taken by the British and at the port of Rochefort Garbo 
says: "You have given me much more than love, you have given me 


life when the whole world deserted me. Good-bye." And as Napoleon 


leaves for St. Helena the Countess Walewska explains to her son 
that Napoleon "has a star that he must follow. Let us pray that 
it will bring him peace," Corsica, Elba and St. Helena are islands 


and three times St. Aubert fell asleep on the Rocher de la Tombe.
